Cookies

Security measures have been integrated into the design,
implementation, and day-to-day operations of this website as part of our continuing commitment to the
security of electronic content as well as the electronic transmission of information.

Michigan.gov uses Secure Sockets Layer (SSL) technology to encrypt and protect your personal financial
information during Internet transmissions.

SECURITY POLICY
